By this parable, with others of 'a 
fGmilar purport, are repreſented the gradual and 
progreſſive nature of the Goſpel Diſpenſation, 


as well as the full maturity and extent which 


it ſhould ultimately attain, Some reflections 
on this characteriſtic of our Holy Religion, as 
given us by its Divine Author, and exemplified 
in the courſe of its hiſtory, may ſeem not un- 
connected with the deſign of this Venerable 
Society, nor unſuitable to the occaſion which 
calls us together.

A SERMON before the Society 


1. The firſt reflection which occurs on this 
ſubject, is the conformity of this este 
to the prophecies relating to the Meſſiah. 

When the gracious promiſe of a Redeemer 
was firſt given as a conſolation to Adam, under 
the weight of his tranſgreſſion, the time of 
its completion was left indefinite; and it ſeems 


to have been almoſt entirely loſt among his 
poſterity, till their corruptions and wickedneſs 


had attained to ſo high a pitch, as to provoke 
the Almighty to extirpate from the face of the 
Earth nearly the whole of that Seed of the 
Woman, from whom the Redeemer was to 
ariſe. A remnant, however, was ſaved, to 
carry on the purpoſes of God, and bring to 
perfection the counſels of his unerring will. 
The manner in which the particulars of this 
will were gradually opened to mankind; the 
ſteps by which the promiſe made to Adam 
was firſt renewed to Abraham, and afterwards 


| preſerved, and from time to time unfolded to 


his Deſcendants ; while, at the ſame time, the 
various revolutions of manners, learning, and 
empire, had both ſerved to impreſs the Gen- 
tiles with a ſenſe of the neceſſity of ſome ſuch 


Deliverer, and to connect them with the 
5 Jews

Jews by their political ſituation in ſuch a 


manner as to prepare and facilitate the means 
of diſperſion to the Goſpel ; theſe circum- 
ſtances muſt readily occur to the attentive 


reader of hiſtory, and have been frequently 


pointed out to notice: And though it is well. 
known, that not only the Jews in general, 
but even the immediate Diſciples of our Lord, 


looked for a temporal Deliverer who ſhould 


reſtore the Kingdom to Iſrael ; yet it is evi- 
dent that they could not have drawn ſo erro- 
neous a notion of the Meſſiah, from an un- 


biafſed attention to the declarations of their 


Prophets. The peaceable ſtate of Chriſt's 
Kingdom, ſo ſtrongly ſhadowed forth by the 
Prophet Iſaiah, when * the wolf ſhould dwell 
with the lamb, and the leopard lie down with 
the kid, muſt at leaſt indicate that his dominion 


was not, like that of the Impoſtor Mahomet, f 
to be eſtabliſhed by the ſword. And the many 


intimations that the calling of the Gentiles, 
though it were one gracious purpoſe of the 
Redeemer's coming, yet ſhould be poſtponed 


till after the final obſtinacy and rejection of i 
the Jews, ſhews that the Light of the Goſpel

niſtry.. * He ſhall not firive nor. cry, neither 
Hall any man hear his voice in the ſtreet; a 
bruiſed reed ſhall he not break, and the ſmoking 
flax ſhall he not quench, till be ſend forth judg- 
ment unto victory. To this paſſage does + 
St. Matthew refer us, when he relates the 
care which Jeſus took to conceal the perform 
ance of his Miracles from too general notice 
| in the early part of his Miſſion; 2 care which 
; ſeems to have had its riſe in this very circum- 
ſtance, namely, a deſire to proceed by degrees 
in the manifeſtation of himſelf; and to eſta- 
blih- his reputation by the Works he per- 
formell, before he claimed the aſſent of man- 
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was not to be diſplayed at once in its Tull 
[| ſplendor. Hence the Prophecy of Ifaiah con- 
= cerning the modeſt and reſerved deportment 
5 of the Meſſiah, at his firſt entrace on his mi- 
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kind: to the Word he ſhould preach. 

15 As therefore this circumſtance in * cha- 

ttacter correſponded to the predictions con- 

| 1 cerning the Meſſiah, ſo does it alſo ſerve to 
1 clear and juſtify his conduct; and to ſhe w the 
| tendency of it throughout every particular to 
| 55 the e of. that gracious plan, 
| ; 7 which 
| | See Iſaiab, e. xlii. v. z, 3. St. Matthews, c. xii. v. 19, 20. 
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which was laid from all ages in the counſels 
of the e n 1 the rede ger wo man- 
kind. 

2. For it is evident, this he ad not, rt che 
miracles he performed, ſeek any temporal ad- 
vantage or reputation to himſelf; but on every 
occaſion, whether he concealed or proclaimed 
himſelf; whether he prudently withdrew him- 
ſelf from danger, or boldly met it; he had no- 
thing in view but to anſwer the great end for 
which he came into the world. Accordingly, 
for ſome time after his entrance upon his Mini- 


ſtry we find him equally avoiding the applauſe of 
the multitude and the perſecution of the rulers; 


and for that purpoſe frequently withdrawing 
himſelf from the public eye, and retiring. into 
deſerts ; and generally ſhewing himſelf at a dif- 
tance from Jeruſalem, i in the countries of Sama- 


ria and Galilee; ſupporting his heavenly: doc- 
trine by a ſeries of be! 
culated merely to ſurprize by their novelty, but 
to engage and conciliate thoſe with whom he 


neficent Miracles, not cal- 


converſed to his pretenſions and doctrines. 
Upon the ſame principle, perhaps, we may ac- 
count for the method in which he generally 
choſe to convey his inſtructions ; I mean, the 

| frequent 
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frequent uſe of parables; which, to an audience 
of that country, were ſufficiently intelligible 


to open to them the nature of the point in 


queſtion, but not always to be fully compre- 
hended without due attention and a willing 
mind. To his immediate Diſciples therefore, 
in whom he found the moſt of thoſe qualifica- 
tions, he vouchſafed a more explicit interpre- 
tation of his meaning. But even they received 
the graces imparted to them by a juſt grada- 

tion. In the courſe of his Miniſtry their pre- 
judices ſeem frequently to have obſtructed the 
effect of his doctrines, and the influence of 
his example; and it was not till near the end 
of it, that he ventured to open to them the 
true ſcope of thoſe Prophecies which related 
to the ſufferings and death of the Meſſiah, and 
the neceſſity of their accompliſhment. Even 
then alſo he kept back a part of the knowledge 
neceſſary to fit them for the full employment of 
their Miniſtry. ] have yet many things fo ſay 
unto you, but ye cannot bear them now. Nor did 
the communication he made ſapply them with 
ſufficient ſtrength to ſupport them on the oc- 
eaſion. They forſook him, and fled ; and the 
e ee IH moſt

moſt confident among them denied him. Yet 
after his final departure, when the Holy Ghoſt, 
according to-his promiſe, had deſcended upon 
them, and ſupplied all the deficiencies of their 
faith and reſolution, we find them all boldly 
bearing witneſs to the Truth, and deſpiſing 
danger and death itſelf in the proſecution of 
the taſk. they had undertaken. 
Thus does this conſideration of the gradual 
progreſſion of the Goſpel ſerve to clear up to 
us the conduct both of Jeſus and his Diſciples, 
in the courſe of his Miniſtry. 

In like manner may the ſubſequent hiſtory 


of Chriſtianity be illuſtrated and explained alſo 


from this principle. For as our Savior and 
his Apoſtles, though they made uſe of extra, 
ordinary. powers to evidence their divine Miſ- 
fon by the operation of Miracles, yet left the 
effect of thoſe Miracles to the natural workings 
and diſpoſitions of the mind, in thoſe who be- 
held them; ſo it pleaſed God, when that evi- 
dencc was ſufficiently eſtabliſhed, and the ſeed 
of the Goſpel fully ſown, to withdraw his 
particular in terpoſition, and leave it to ſtruggle 
in its progreſs with the various impediments 
which the  prejudiens of the world would natu- 
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ly throw in its way. Hence we have ſeen 
it contending, at different periods, with adver- 

1 ſüaries of every kind; ſometimes the object, at 
other times the inſtrument of perſecution; ex- 
poſed alternately to all the viciſſitudes of human 
affairs, and overwhelmed in the fluctuating 
revolutions of manners; yet on the whole 
ſecretly working its way, and through all the 
impediments which have obſcured and almoſt 
extinguiſhed it, yet ſtill maintaining its ground, 
to the ſupport of its true votaries, and the 
diſcomfiture of its enemies. 

In this wonderful Preſervation and Probe 
| gation of the Goſpel. we cannot but acknow- 
lege the protecting hand of a Divine Provi- 
dence, guiding it through all the changes and 
chances of the world, and making even the 
paſſions of mankind co-operate eventually to 
the growth of its evidences, and the elucida- 
tion of its doctrines. But yet that Providence 

1 was not exerted in the ſame viſible manner ag 
attended the firſt promulgation of it. The 
Miracles with which it was then accompanied 
| were clearly intended to evidence the Miſſion 
of thoſe who were favored with the power of 
1 performing them; to convince the Jews that 
Jeſus 
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F Jeſus was the promiſed Meſſiah ; and the Gen- mag 

tiles, that he was a Teacher ſent from God; 

and to ſhew to both of them that his Apoſtles 

did really bear the commiſſion they pretended 
from him. Their operation went not to con- 
trol the paſſions and compel the faith of man- 
kind. They were not calculated to expedite 
the Growth of the Good Seed, by removing 
all the tares which might choak it. 

In a word, the Goſpel was not indebted for 
its propagation to any irreſiſtible influence or 
overpowering authority; but was left to avail 
itſelf of ſuch circumſtances as the courſe of 
events in this world, ſecretly directed by the 
Providence of God, ſhould bring forth to its 
affiſtance. In this manner did the ſeed im- 
perceptibly ſpring and grow up, till, from the | 
ſmalleſt grain, it became a great and flouriſh- 
ing tree, * % that the fools of the air might 
lodge under the'ſhadow of it, In this manner, 
according to the prophecy of Iſaiah, did + a 
little one become a thouſand, and a ſmall one a 
ftrong nation. And having this prophecy thus 
far accompliſhed, we may hope and truſt that 
the fame inviſible hand will direct the future 


| B 2 . progreſs 
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TY of the Goſpel to its Full completion, 


that the ways of God may be known upon earth ; 
bis eving bealth, among all nations. 

This view of the, Goſpel as to its "nk 
and progteſſive nature, which we have re- 
marked in the general propagation of it, may 
be applied alſo to its influence upon the minds 
of individuals The breaches which we are 
continually making in the covenant entered 
into at our baptiſm, can only be repaired by a 


diligent repentance and amendment. And how 


complete ſoever muſt be the change effected in 

us by this new birth or ſpiritual regeneration, 

yet we have the authority of our Savior him- 
ſelf, that it is gradually. and imperceptiblx 
brought about. * The wind, ſays he to Nico- 
demus, bloweth where it liſteth ; end thou heareh. 
the ſound thereof, but canſt not tell whence it 


cometh and whither it goeth. So is every one 


that is born of the Spirit. But if this be. a 
juſt deſcription of the influence of the Goſpel, - 


what ſhall we fay to thoſe ſudden impulſes 
and frantic tranſports which diſtinguiſh the 
modern Enthuſiaſt ? Surely we have a right 
to call for ſome Proof of that inſpiration to

are told, will be known by its fruits! And 
ſhall we in general find that * Jove, joy, peace, 


and long ſuffering ; that gentleneſs, goodneſs, and 5 


faith; that meekneſs and temperance, agai inſt 
which; as the Apoſtle ſays, there is no lau; 


becauſe thoſe who are Jed by the Spirit are not 


under the law ? Rather may we not fear, that 


in taking to themſelves this exemption from 


the law by which others are bound ; from the 
law of reaſon and morality, purified, ſtrength- 
ened, and ſanctioned by the law of Chriſtianity, 


theſe men have been more ready to ſeize on the 
privilege, than to make good their claim to it.

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corruption of the will muſt be healed, before 
we can rectify the judgment, or be capable of 
diſcerning ſpiritual truths. * The Parable in. 
the text then, whilſt it ſeems to expreſs the 
inactivity of the huſbandman after he has firſt. 
caſt the ſeed into the ground, is not to be 
| conſtrued to authorize a ſimilar inactivity and 
indifference in thoſe who teach, or thoſe who 
receive the healing doctrines of the Goſpel. 
'The huſbandman in this caſe, is Chriſt; and 
the inference to be drawn from the paſſage be- 
fore us, is only that his viſible and ſenſible 
interference is not to be expected in the ope- 
ration of his word upon our minds. God 
indeed by his Divine Grace, which, if we 
quench it not, we ſhall receive, will work in 
us both to will and to do, of his good plea- 
ſure ; yet not arbitrarily and capriciouſly, but 
in proportion to what he ſees in us, and in co- 
operation with our own endeavors. 
From theſe reflections it will appear to be a 
duty incumbent upon all who are poſſeſſed of 
leiſure and abilities for the taſk, to aſſiſt in 
caſting the ſeed into the ground; to watch over 
the riſing crop; and by renewed and continued 
endeayors

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endeavors to aſſiſt that growth, which the in- 


viſible hand of God can alone bring to ma- 
turity. In conformity to theſe principles, the 
labors of this Venerable Society have ever 
been directed to the removal of thoſe impedi- 
ments which the corruption of human nature 
had thrown in the way of Chriſtianity. In 
its firſt inſtitution, it had partly in view the 
reſtoration of that Eccleſiaſtical Polity, the de- 
ſtruction of which in this country had been the 


cauſe of confuſion, and every evil work ; and 


the want of which, among the numerous and 


diſcordant Sectaries who ſettled in America, 


had gone nigh to extinguiſh the very name 
and idea of Religion. The ſucceſs of this 
attempt, at leaſt as far as related to the moſt 
efſential part of it, namely, the bringing back 
the people to a ſenſe and practice of religious 
duties, and the preſervation of that ſenſe by 
ſome ſettled method and order of government, 
continued to give increafing ſatisfaction to the 
Society, whilſt all the Colonies remained in 


our hands. But fince it has pleaſed Provi- 
dence, in the revolution of human affairs, to 
withdraw them from their connection and de 


ee we can only follow them with the 
affection 
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WI 9 of brorherly love, and with our 
1 . prayers for the ſucceſs of their endeavors in 
1 the continuance and perfection of that under- 
| | taking which We had happily begun. 

I | Much, however, is ſtill left for our care, in 
Wil 8 5 ſupplying the religious wants and aſſiſting the 
1 growing proſperity of our remaining Colonies :

1 with themſelves; ignorant of their own powers 
and faculties; this unhappy Race know not 
lt boy to appreciate thoſe virtuous ſentiments, 
Wy. or thoſe religious ideas which occaſionally ariſe 
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in their mind; much leſs how to cultivate and 
bring them to perfection; while, at the ſame 
time, thoſe minds are darkened by childiſh ſu- 
perſtition, and the impreſſions of a ſupernatural 
Being degenerate into the fooleries of eser 
and witchcraft. 

With what perſevering care muſt this rub- 
biſh be cleared away; with what unremitting 
diligence muſt theſe people be brought to 
ſome previous ſenſe of the nature of that God, 
whoſe * will they are required to do, before any 
attempt can be made to introduce the doc- 
trines of Him, whom he hath ſent. 

Nor have we ſufficient ground, even in this 


caſe, to rely on an expectation that it will 


pleaſe God conſiderably to abridge this labor, 


by ſudden illuminations of his Grace. The 


immediate converſion of three thouſand ſouls, 
added to the faith by a ſingle Sermon of St. 
Peter, can afford no argument on which to 


ground ſuch expectation; ſince, independent 


of the miraculous aſſiſtance which it pleaſed 


God to give to the firſt Propagators of the Goſ- 


pel, neither the ſpeaker nor the hearers were 


in circumſtances ſimilar to the preſent. In tho

former, we ſee an inſpired Apoſtle, full of the 
Holy Ghoſt; nor is it neceſfary to conclude 
that the. latter were wholly unprepared to re- 
ceive theſe doctrines, by previous reflection 
and conſideration; by a ſenſe of their own 


wants, and the teſtimony of their own ſenſes 
to the facts on which the doctrines were 
| grounded. But in the preſent inſtance, how 


ſincere and how earneſt ſoever we may be in 
our endeavours, ſtill it muſt be remembered. 
that we have this treaſure in earthen veſſels ;. 
and experience teaches us that the good pur- 
ll poſes of God are now principally at leaſt 
1 brought about by the co-operation of human 
[| means, and the agency of ſecond caufes. 
Sometimes, indeed, we are told of thoſe, who. 
being ſuddenly pricked in heart, by the preach- 
ing of zealous teachers, appear to bring forth 


ff 8 the fruits of a real converſion. But the ſeed 

i | | thus ſown will I fear be generally found to 

ll have fallen on * flony ground; where, though 

"0s : it may forthwith ſpring up, yet having no root, 

| | it will ſpeedily wither away. 

1 Great however as we ſtate the difficulties 
| which attend theſe undertakings, yet let us not 
| | remit

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remit our induſtry, or deſpair of . 
Much may certainly be done by diligent ob- 
ſervation and attention; by a watchful care; 
and by ſteady zeal, not yielding to temporary 
diſappointment. Above all, thoſe impreſſions 
may be made on the tender mind of childhood, 
which perhaps no labor can implant in the 
breaſt of riper age. Let us not be wanting in 
our endeavors to ſend forth laborers whoſe 
induſtry may prepare the ground, and caſt the 
ſeed into it; confiding both in the wiſdom 
and the promiſes of God, that whether the 
harveſt be ſooner or later, yet in due time we 
ſhall reap, if we faint not; and that however 
the effe& of our labors may appear to be hid 
from our ſight, and obſcured by the more 
- ſplendid and brilliant events of the world, yet 
in the mean time the Providence of God is 
ſecretly working to eſtabliſh his kingdom upon 
earth, and the ſeed ſpringing and growing 85 
we know not how.

And as the Society 
generally receive from their Miſſionaries ac- 
counts of their proceedings, and of the ſtate 
of their ſeveral Miſſions, it is thought proper 
to publiſh the following Abſtract of ſuch 


informations as were received from the Miſ- 
ſionaries in the year 1799. 


Newfoundland. 
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It appears by letters from Mr. Harris, the 
Miſſionary, and from the Committee for build- 
ing a Church in St. John's, Newfoundland, that 
notwithſtanding the Society had ſo Hberally 
contributed to the accompliſhing that deſirable 
work, there remains yet much to be done, 
owing to various obſtacles, ſome of them un- 
avoidable and unforeſeen. He ſays, that his 
Miſſion flouriſhes, and a ſenſe of Religion en- 
creaſes. He has had five new Communicants 


ſince his laſt ; has, in the year, baptiſed 41 


children ; tharried 14 couple ; and buried 6 
corpſes. Having recommended Mr. Lionel 
Chancey to be School-maſter there, for the 
purpoſe of inſtructing the poorer ſort of chil- 
dren, the Socicty have complied with his 
requeſt. 


The Rev. Mr. Jenner, Miffionary at Har- 
bor Grace, having, declined returning to his 
Miſſion, on which the Society depended, they 


have uſed their endeavours ts procure a ſuc- 


ceſſor, but as yet without ſucceſs. They have 


been able however to ſupply another vacant 


Miſſion of Ferryland and Bay Bulls, by the 
appointment of Mr. John Dingle, who was 
ſtrongly recommended to them tor that pur- 
poſe.

ſhip, to whom Mr. Gray officiates every third 
Sunday, and to more than 100 white Tapir. | 
The Governor encloſed ſpecimens of the han 
writing of the Maroon icholars, (19 in num 
ber) who were examined in. the Church on 
Eaſter Sunday laſt, and repeated the Catechiſm, 
Lord's Prayer, Creed, and . Commandments, | 
with admirable preciſion ; and read the Leſſons, 6 
and made their reſponſes very correctly. They

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Wards gradually, ſo as to have all inſtructed ; in 
time. 


From Mr. Gray's letters it appears, that the 
whole number of Maroons, of all ages, amounts 
to 440. He hopes, as the. Governor has ſub- 
ſcribed liberally to it, that a convenient Church 
will ſoon be ereted at Boydville. He ac- 
knowledges receiving a box of books from the 
Society. The Bibles, he ſays, may be made 
uſe of at preſent by many of the Maroon youth, 
Who have made a progreſs, in every reſpect, 
anſwerable to the warmeſt expectations. 


His two half-yearly Notitias are as follows : 


Baptiſms, 15 white, 4 Maroon children, and 


i Maroon adult; marriages, 2 white and 1 
Maroon couple ; burials, 1 white and 2 Ma- 
roons. His ſecond conſiſted of 11 baptiſms, 
*: white infants and 2 adults, and 2 Maroon 
infants; 1 marriage; 3 burials, 2 of them 
Maroon, Communicants at Preſton, 7, and . 


By a letter from Mr. King, Miſſionary at 
Ravdon: &c. the Society are informed of the 
ſafe arrival of the books which were ſent out;

No very important alterations have ariſen i in 
any of the old Miſſions: the Miſſionaries con- 
tinuing the ſame diligent exertions in their 
reſpective Cures. | 


An addition, indeed, has been made to the 
number of the Miſſions by the appointment of 
the Rev. Charles William Weeks, ſon of the 
preſent Miſſionary at. Guyſborough, to the care 
of Weymouth, being recommended thereto by 


the Biſhop of Nova Scotia, and upon the re- 
preſentation, that the people had ſtipulated to 


provide a Glebe, a Parſonage Houſe, and a 
Church, and to ſubſcribe annually 30 J. to the 
ſupport of the Miſſionary ; on which expreſs 
condition only is the Miſſion to be continued, 
as the Biſhop of Nova Scotia has ſignified to 
the people. 


The Biſhop of Nova Scotia, 44 al the Miſ- 


ſionaries of the Province, agree in their repre- 
ſentations of the prevalence of the enthuſiaſtic 
and dangerous ſpirit among a Sect in that Pro- 
vince, called New Lights; Shaſs Religion ſeems 


to be a ſtrange jumble of New England Indepen- - 


dency, and Behmeniſm. Formerly they were 
Pædobaptiſts, but, by a recent illumination, 
they have adopted the Anabaptiſt ſcheme ; by 
which their number has been much encreaſed 
and their zeal inflamed. They have been more 


particularly troubleſome in the parts about 


Annapolis, Granville, Wilmot, and Aylesford.

Both Niethodiſt and New Light Teachers have, 


in their ſtruggles for. pre-eminence, excited 
among the people a pious frenzy. The for- 


mer, for ſeveral weeks before and after Eaſter, 


held their meetings four times on Sundays, at 
Annapolis and had a Lecture every evening, 
which frequently continued till three in the 
morning. During theſe exerciſes, ignorant 


men and women, and even children under 12 
years of age, were employed to pray, and ex- 


ꝛort; calling aloud, Lord Jeſus, come down 
and fhake theſe dry bones. Groanings, ſcream- 
ings, roarings, tremblings, and faintings, im- 
mediately enſue, with a falling down, and 


rolling upon the floor, both ſexes together. 
The New Lights, however, far exceed th: 
Methodiſte, both in the extravagance of their 


conduct, and in the abſurdity of their ſenti- 
ments ; for, to the aforementioned inſtances, 
they add Dreams, Viſions, Revelations, Pro- 
phecies, and Trances. A rage for dipping, 
or total immerſion, prevails over all the weſt- 
ern counties of the province, and is frequently 
performed in a very indelicate manner, before 
vaſt collections of people. Several hundreds 
have been already re- baptiſed, and this plunging 
they deem to be abſolutely neceſſary to the 


converſion of a ſinner. On the Saturday pre- 


ceding theſe ſolemnities, the Teacher is ſeated 
above the Congregation, with a number of 
ſelect Brethren on lower benches, appointed to

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are brought forward, (often by compulſion): to 
relate their experienees, and if they conſent to 
be dipped they are commonly pronounced: to 


be converted. People come together to theſe. 
meetings from the diſtance of ſeventy miles, 
leaving their families often in. diſtreſſed eir- 


cumſtances, and their plantations expoſed to 
ruin. All order and decorum are deſpiſed by 
them. Fierce diſſenſions prevail among the 


| moſt intimate; family government is diſſolved; 


children are neglected, and become diſobedi- 
ent; and, notwithſtanding the many wonder- 
ful converſions proclaimed: abroad, there are 
very few inſtances to be found of any real re- 
formation. It is true that they differ in their 
opinions, and what they diſown when cloſely 
preſſed, in one company, they boldly aſſert in 


another. They are, however, rigid Predeſ- 


tinarians; hold that all mankind were preſent, 


and actually ſinned, with our primitive parents. 


After converſion they are not anſwerable for 
any ſins which they commit, ſince it is the 
fleſh, and not the ſpirit, which offends. Thoſe 
who die in infancy they conſign over to damna- 
tion. Many of them deny the reſurrection, 
a future judgment, heaven and hell, though 
the Elect are to be happy, and the Reprobates 
miſerable after death. Their diſcipline is de- 
mocratic. The right of ordination, diſmiſſion, 
| &c. lies intirely with the Brethren. Their 
Teachers chiefly. conſiſt of very ignorant me- 


chanics, and common labourers, who are too

lazy to N Their political principles are 
equally dangerous with their religious. It is 
believed that the conductors of theſe people 
are engaged in the General Plan of a total Re- 
volution in Religion and Civil Government. 
And it is a certain fact, that, The Rights of 
Man, the Age of Reaſon, Volney on the Ruin of 
Empires, A ? falk Repreſentation of the French 
Revolution, with ſcandalous inveCtives againſt 
all the Crowned Heads in Europe, and againſt 
the Britiſh Adminiſtration in particular, have 
been ſecretly handed about by profeſſed New

Andrew's, aſſures the Society of his conſtant 
attention to his Miſſion, and wiſhes he could 
add, that a regard for Religion improved more 
than it does : but while an ignorant, diſtracted 
herd of unſent Teachers infeſt the extremity 
of his Miſſion, gaiety and inconſideration pre- 
vail in the interior parts. The need of en- 
creaſing the number of regular Clergy is every 
day more ſeen and felt.

The Rev. Mr. Stuart, Miſſionary at Naga, 
in his letter of September 7, 1799, aſſures the 
Society of the great harmony ſubfiſting between 
him and his pariſh, in which he has baptiſed 
84. infants and 7 adults; married y couple; 
and buried 11 corpſes. That, their Church 
is entirely finiſhed, and has been furniſhed 
with a new ſet of books. That, in the ſpace 
of fifteen months, he had been twice at York, 
the ſeat of their Government, (1 50 miles diſ- 
tant) and preached there during five weeks, on 
Sundays and weck days. He had alſo gone 

up to the eaſtern part, as far as Cornwall, 
Preaching and baptiſing in every townſhip, 

where the people were diſpoſed to aſſemble 
for the purpoſe; with whoſe behavior he was 
ſo well pleaſed, that he had promiſed to renew 
his viſit. He has requeſted a ſupply of Indian 
Peayer-books, which the Society have ſent him. 


A letter has been received ſoon the Rev. 
Mr. Doty, Miſſionary at William Henry, Lower 
Canada, dated October 14, 1799; in which he 

acquaints 
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acquaints the Society, that, for two year s paſt, 
he has made excurſions to other parts, particu- 
larly to a new and flouriſhing ſettlement, called 
St. Armand, about go miles diſtant, ſituated 
on Meſſiſkoui Bay, on the eaſt ſide of Lake 
Champlain. His firſt viſit was in March 
1798, when he preached twice to a ſerious and 
crouded audience, baptiſed 6 infants, and buried 
1 adult. He was received with ſo much affec- 
tion, that he promiſed to reviſit them the en- 
ſuing. — but was prevented by an in- 
jury he met with, by being overturned in his 
calaſh. He got to them, however, in January, 
remained with them twelve days, went ſome 
diſtance into the country, preached four times, 
baptiſed 13 infants, and adminiſtered the Sa- 
crament to 11 Communicants. He ſuppoſes 
that St. Armand, which is 18 miles long and 
4 broad, contains from 12 to 1500 ſouls, 
all Proteſtants, and a conſiderable part of the 
Church of England. They are very earneſt 
to have a Miſſionary. For that purpoſe they 
have already ſubſcribed 30. a year, and it is 
in contemplation to erect a Church, Caldwell 
and Chriſtie's Manor would be alſo .benefitted 
by ſuch an eſtabliſhment, and would contri- 
bute what they could towards it. Caldwell's 
Manor lies on Fn welt ſide of the Bay, at 4 
miles diſtance, where he- ſtopped a night, on 
his return, and part of two days, baptiſed 9 
infants and 1 adult; married 1 couple; and 
buried 1 adult.

Neeſh, who lately went out Miſſionary to 


Exuma, which happened on the 4th of De- 


cember laſt. It is ſuppoſed that his death was 
occaſioned by rather imprudently expoſing 
. himſelf to the badneſs of the weather while 
on board the veſſel which conveyed him to 

Naſſau. The Governor adds, that his loſs to 
the community is a ſerious one, and every per- 


ſon who knew him muſt exceedingly regret it, 


and no one more than himſelf. 


The Society have received information, by 
a letter from Mr. Roſe, Miſſionary at Long 


Iſland, of his arrival there on the 17th of 


February, 1799. In a ſecond letter, dated. 
October 14, 1799, the following account is 
given of his Miſſion. That his Veſtry have 
had a meeting, to conſider of the affairs of the 
Church, when the following propoſitions—to 
contract with a perſon for the finiſhing of the 


Pariſh Church, with an encloſure round it 


to petition the Aſſembly for a ſum of money 
for the erection of a commodious Parſonage 


on the Glebe, and ſome other matters, were 


agreed upon and arranged. There had indeed 
been a ſum of money advanced by the Legiſla- 


ture five years ago, to enable the Veſtry to. 
build a Church, and nothing is wanting but 


proper exertions in the Churchwardens to 
complete it. He is very anxions for this point, 
o F 2. ER 
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being convinced that there can be no Religion 
in that country without a public edifice ſolely: 
dedicated to the worſhip of God: the officiating 
in old uninhabitable. houſes takes off the ſo- 
lemnity of the ſervice and the reſpe& to the 
Miniſters. 
With regard to the Spiritual ſtate of his 
Miſſion, Mr. Roſe ſays that his baptiſms, in 
the laſt year, had amounted to 38, 14 of whom 
were Whites ; the remaining 24 conſiſted of 
Blacks, with Mulattoes, Muſtces. and Duſtees; 
x marriage, and 1 burial. 33 
From the time of Mr. Fraſer's death the 
Negroes have been miſled by ſtrange doctrines. 
They call themſelves Baptiſts, the followers 
of St. John, and are not ſo happy and con- 
tented as thoſe are in the Weſt Indies, though 
every indulgence and humanity are exerciſed to- 
wards them by their maſters. Their Preachers, 


(Black men) he fears, muſt be expelled from 


the country, as they are artful and deſigning, 
making a merchandize of Religion. One of 
them has been ſo impious as to aſſure the 
Negroes, and ſome Gentlemen on the iſland, 
that he has had a familiar converſation with 
the Almighty, and points out the place where 
he has ſeen him. He collects hundreds of the 
Negroes together, generally on Saturday nights, 
and if theſe meetings ſhould not be ſoon put 
down by authority, the conſequence may be 
dreadful, One of their tenets 1s, that as the 
2 "I L 
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work for their maſters, they may rob their 
maſters. At certain times of the year they 
drive numbers of Negroes into the ſea, and dip 
them, by way of baptiſm; for which they ex- 


tort a dollar, or ſtolen goods. He hopes, how- 


ever, that in a few months, by his earneſt endea- 
vors, he ſhall bring them over to a better way 
of thinking and acting, and to our worſhip; 
and when the Church is finiſhed, he means to 


introduce pſalm-finging more among them, as 


the Negroes are fond of hymns, &c. and are 
very muſical, He finds it very difficult to pre- 
vail with his pariſhioners to come to the Lord's 
Supper. For fix weeks, in order to encourage 


a School-maſter, he undertook the education 
of all the children that were offered to him; 


but he found it too laborious, and to interfere 
too much with his parochial duties, ſo that he 
was obliged to give it up. He ſtill can repeat, 


with fincerity, that though it has occaſioned 
him great trouble and anxiety to get the Rec- 
tory eſtabliſhed on a reſpectable foundation, if 
a Miſſionary is not happy in that part of the 


world, it muſt be his own fault. He has re- 
queſted ſome ſmall religious Tracts, which the 
Society have ſent him. 


The Rev. Mr. Gordon, Miſſionary at Har- 
bor Grace, who has diligently ſerved the So- 
ciety for ſeven years, has, for ſeveral good 


reaſons, declined returning to his Miſſion. 
The 
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The Society not having heard from Mr. 
Jenkins, the Miſſionary at Caicos, through the 


whole year, it is apprehended that ſome letters 


from him muſt have miſcarried. 
The Society, from their firſt inſtitution, ta- 


king into their ſerious conſideration the abſolute 
neceſſity there is, that thoſe Clergymen, who 


ſhall be ſent abroad, ſhould be duly qualified for 


the work to which they are appointed, deſire 
every one, who recommends any perſon to them 


for that purpoſe, to teſtify their knowlege, as 


to the following particulars : 


1. The age of the perſon. | 
2. His condition of life, whether fingle or 
married, 
3. His temper, 
4. His prudence. 
His learning. 
His ſober and pious converſation. 
. His zeal for the Chriſtian religion, and 
diligence in his holy calling. | 
His affection to the preſent Govern- 
ment. | | 
9. His conformity to the doctrine and 
diſcipline of the Church of England. 


And the Society requeſt all perſons concerned, 


that they recommend no man out of favor or 
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affection, or any other worldly conſideration, but 
with a ſincere regard to the honor of Almighty 
Gop, and our bleſſed Savior; as they tender 
the intereſt of the Chriſtian Religion, and the 
good of mens ſouls. 


But if any perſon ſhould appear abroad in 
the character of a Clergyman of the Church of 
England, and diſgrace that profeſſion by im- 
proper behavior, the Society deſire their friends 


to examine, if they can, into his Letters of 


Orders, and to inſpect the liſt of the Mif- 
fionaries annually publiſhed by the Society, by 
which it will be found, that he came thither 
without their knowlege ; or if it ſhould hap- 
pen otherwiſe, they will, upon due information, 
Put away from them that wicked perſon. |
